Allowable Subject Matter 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: EP 1,219,278 
in view of Tamarkin and Castel do not disclose that both of the operational frequencies 
of the ultrasound apparatus and the electrical stimulation apparatus are varied overtime 
during the same treatment session, and that the operational frequency of the ultrasound 
apparatus is varied at a rate that is inversely proportional to a rate at which the 
operational frequency of the electrical stimulation apparatus is varied.
